Professor George 
spoke, to a la rye audience at the Me- 
chanic.- Institute, the title of his ad- 
drces being ''Blessed lie Humour." 

Professor George said at rirst that 
he did no! like to explain humour too 
extensively, because the fuir would be 
taken a v. ay. However, he drew an cx- 
l.ensivo picture of the different met hods 
of the art of being funny, stressing 
lily opinion that "true humour Is a gen- 
ial appreciation of Incongruities;'' the 
other occasions were laughter is pro- 
voked are situations which are funny 
plii party only, ami depend, on some, 
one else's suffering.

Europe." In leading up to this 
statement, the American So- 

cialisl, who has just returned from- Eu- 
! rope, and w ho has visited Spain In 
I Iflo'J, Iftol, UKSM, began with a reference 
;o the revolution of 1031. 

Trior to the revolution, Spain was 
almost Medieval, being backward in 
public" health, labour and education, as 
well as being feudalists in tho holding 
of land, The revolution was a fight to 
modernise Spain, l'çudal estates had 
existed there since the Moors had been 
driven back to Africa. But in contra- 
diction to this, several cities, for exam- 
ple, Bracclona, were modern In every 
way, and Ihe rising capitalistic parties 
challenged Feudalism, and so arose a 
conflict between old and new-. 
Liberal Doctrine 
After the revolution, a very liberal : 
doctrine was introduced which insti- ' 
luted agrarian reforms, although none 
were actually accomplished until 1036, 
because there was a general election, 
and the liberals were forced to resign. 

The lOoti revolution was planned in 
Germany, started In Morocco by Gen- 
eral Franco and had the support of 
nearly the whole Spanish army and tho 
Fascists of Germany, Italy and Portu- 
gal. But the Government party, the 
Loyalists, had the support of the whole 
industrial population, and although un- 
trained, had superior numbers, an 1 
should easily have won had not Ger- 
many and Italy given the F.cbels so 
much support in every way. and had 
not France unexpectedly started a non- 
intervention pact. Thus the government 
was blockaded by the supposedly friend- 
ly French left-wing party. 

Non-Intervention Pact 
Britain entered the pact because she 
lias strong interests in the Mediterran- 
ean, and tries to keep a powerful Por- 
tugal and a weak Spain, so that Gibral- 
tar will not be menaced. As a result of 
tho war, now called In Europe, "The 
little world war," Italy now virtually 
controls Majora, threatens Gibraltar, 
and is in iisy access to Capalonia. 

But all has not been victory for the 
Fascists. According to the plan. Gen- 
eral Franco was to have captured Ma- 
drid in two weeks and then been recog- 
nised officially by Germany and Italy. 
Hut it has been five months, and still 
.Madrid remains Loyalist. The Fascists 
arc trying to save the remnants of 
European capitalism, and it lies with 
those interested to prevent the over- 
throw' of thy Spanish government, 
which would inevitably lead to a Fascist 
France, and thus a solid block of Fas- 
cist countries in Western Europe, The 
revolt is trying to kill Bolshevism, at> 
bus so often been tiled before, and this 
time the results arc world-wide. For, 
in the event ot a Fascist war against 
Soviet Russia, with Japan now on ihe 
sido of Germany, Britain would be 
forced lo side with Itussla. Japan and 
Germany have agreed to divide the I'Jaat 
Indies, leaving Britain In control only 
lo Singapore. Germany, Italy and 
Japan would then be the three power 
centres of the world. But If, on the 
other hand, Uussia could stop the Fas- 
cists for eighteen months, a wave of 
Labour would sweep Fascism put out 
of existence. And this Spanish war, 
which lias kept on lor live months Is 
the first serious repulse Fascism has 
suffered In more than a dozen yours;

4.||nT Jazt, popularly known an 
awing music" in tho' opinion uf 
Arthur M. Williams "Is so Inlrlcato and 
so opposed to Iho nrl of claimienl munie 
that a uovlco at first hearing could not 
possibly understand Iho Inlricaclcn tif 
tho art unless an expert wcrn with him 
to explain them." Tljo topic "Hot 
Jhia" wan tho subject of an address 
given by Mr. Williams In Iho hull of 
thn Church or Iho Messiah last even- 
ing., 

"Hot Jazz," ho said, "is ■ tasteful 
artistry that roc Hires the ability lu Im- 
provise Individually and collectively. 
Today this art comes under the til lo of 
swing music* but It I» really a throw 
back to Iho era ot hot jazz mid Iho 
original Dixlo .law. Hand of Kick La- 
Rocca, about 1026. 

Swing Art 

"The swing art, opposed lo the art of 
Classical music, cannot bo mastered by 
Incessant practice, but rather, one may 
say, It rests with the orchestral con- 
ductor, it Is either In him or not." To 
Illustrate his point Mr. Williams chose 
George Gorshwin and Paul Whitcman 
as examples. 

Gershwin and Whitcman, ho bald, 
have n wide knowledge of music, they 
know many of tho technical aspects ot 
the art but they wogld never be able to 
play swing music as it Is performed by 
such a master as Duko Ellington. Sir. 
Whitcman, ho went on to say, has per- 
haps, under his wing, one of Iho finest 
group of Idgilimato musicians found 
anywhere. Their art is very beautiful 
and interesting to hear, but here, as 
far as hot jazz 13 concerned, it stops 
abruptly. 

Whaleman's Band 
In Mr. Whltcman's ba.-.d are two or 
three men who have tho real art of 
swing in them, but having lo rehearse 
their numbers so many times, and 
playing with the other musicians during 
performance their art ot Improvisation 
Is lost. The best efforts of these men 
have been in recordings made separ- 
ate ot the rest of tho band, for playing 
in the orchestra as they do they never 
got musical self expression.

Best Says Nearing 

Professor Scott ÎYearing 
Spoke To Social Prob- 
lems Club 

ECONOMIC PROBLEMS 



Statistical Evidence Of hi' 
duslrial Outputs Of . 
Countries Given 



Science has advanced, and popula- 
tion has increased but production has 
dropped off 10 per cent, as a result of 
fascist and of middle course economic 
structures, according to Scott Nearing, 
guest speaker of yesterday's nieoting 
of the Social Problems Club, tu his ad- 
dress on Economic Problems. 

There arc, stated Professor Nearing, 
presumably, thrco ways of reshaping 
tho social and economic structure, not 
taking Into account the various Inter- 
mediate courses. First tho Fascist way, 
of which Germany, or better. Italy is 
representative. Next tho "Middle way" 
as shown in Sweden with its coopera- 
tive economic system, or "New Deal" 
United States or tho United Kingdom. 
And finally tho Communist way as 
practised by tho Soviet Union; 
Middle Way 

The "Middle" way is essontially a 
patchitlg-up of the old Capitalism. It 
is neither Fascist nor Communist and 
depends upon prlvalo enterprise with 
no government restrictions and no at- 
tempt to couflno economic, structure 
within stale, tho contention being that 
by some device, capitalism will right 
itself. 

Tho Fascist method, based on tho 
supposition that the old capitalism will 
not work, is an attempt to sol up a 
self-contained economy which will not 
nood cooperation from any (oreigu 
source in war or peace. 

Tho Communist way is a planuod 
economy whtujh works not tor profit but 
for tho well-being of all. The indus- 
trial apparatus, which iu tho caso of 
the oilier two states Is bsyond control, 
Is In tho caso of Socialized state sub- 
ject to tho needs of tho pooplc, contend- 
ed Professor Nearing.

JJEVELOFMENTS ut Ottawa over the week-end 
havo for onto and all established what this 
:olumn pointed out seven weeks ago — namely that 
great Increases in Canada's defence force» are being 
planned. On November 30 camo tho announcement 
that the Canadian mllltlu is to bo ro-organlred by 
December 15. It Is to be completely mechanized. 
Did style Infantry and cavalry aro both doomed. 
Horses are to bo replaced by lorries, trucks, light cars 
and motorcycles. New style machine-gun units aro 
being created. 

Five new airplanes have been ordered for the 
coastal patrols of tho Royal Canadian Alt- Force. 
It Is understood In Ottawa that tho ro-armamcnt 
programme is being put Into effect piece-meal with 
a "careful regard to possible political repercussion.' 
It Is likewise understood that tho budget Is to con- 
tain greatly Increased dcXonco ostlmntes— announced 
with all possible caution so as not to create a war 
•care. Tho Government's view is "that tho bulk of 
public opinion is adverse to a largo military pro- 
gramme, and that the organisation of munition- 
making resources la just as effective n measure of 
preparation." (Star. Dec. 1!)'

Reaction To 
Government Program 

JT cannot for a moment be doubted that a vast 
section of the Canadian people Is against war- 
prcparatlons. It cannot 6ee any probable aggressor 
against Its borders. It doea not wish to have the 
flower of IU manhood blown to bits overseas, nor 
does it desire that its shells cause such a fate to the 
manhood of other nations. Not a week passes but 
this refusal finds, expression. Following the U.F.O. 
resolution last week, three followed the meeting of 
Essex County Presbytery at Windsor, which clearly 
displayed concern over the approach of another war. 
Several ministers declared that they would urge 
young people not to enlist, or work in munition fac- 
tories. 

This stand expresses the will of many Canadian 
people; but our Government instead of acting In 
accordance with this will, is looking for means to 
soften the blow, to pacify public opinion, la order to 
avoid unpleasant political repercussions. Doea it 
think it Is dealing with children who are to be petted 
and humored while their wishes are Ignored?'

Pan-American Peace Conference 

PRESIDENT Roosevelt's speech at the Intci-Amer- 
Jcan Peace Conference in Buenos Aires was a 
source of gratification for lovers of peace every- 
where. His condemnation of dictatorship as a source 
of danger of war will undoubtedly result in increasing 
thought upon the subject on the part of millions of 
people. The definite alignment of United States on 
the side of peace and democracy will undoubtedly 
strengthen their forces throughout the world. The 
proposal emanating from that conference for a sort 
of "Western Hemisphere League of Nations" for 
the preservation of peace in that part of the world 
is worthy of careful consideration. Any move for 
tho strengthening of peace and collective security In 
any part of the world deserves support. 

The reaction by Premier King to the Invitation to 
Canada to co-operate in such a move is definitely 
disappointing. For it is obvious that such participa- 
tlon would not imply any weakening of Canada's 
bonds either with the British Empire or the League 
of Nations. It would be only an additional guarantee 
that Canada would be kept at peace— a result so 
ardently desired by the Canadian people.

Spain Again 

J^JEWS from Spain indicates that the Loyalists are 
gaining definite advantages on all fronts. It is 
now obvious to all observers and Is admitted evon 
by General Franco himself that Madrid will not fall 
my time within the near future — If at all. Under 
such conditions the continued Rebel bombardment of 
the city becomes still more criminal In its uselessness. 
Poison gas seems to have been used. Women and 
children have been killed by hundreds. That the 
consciousness of the world is not dead to such a 
state of affairs Is evidenced by the appeal for Inter- 
national action on behalf of Madrid's civilian popula- 
tion by a committee of British members of Parlia- 
ment including members of both parties which is In- 
vestigating the situation on tho spot. 

We mentioned last week that drasllc steps on 
tlie part of Germany and Italy may be expected as 
the rebel drive is turned back. Tills week brought 
(he news of the presence of 5,000 Germans in 
Seville. The danger to peace inherent in such open 
foreign Intervention In lite Spanish Civil War require* 
to elaboration. Hence the import of tho appeal of the 
Spanish Government to the League of Nations under 
Article XI of the Covenant.

Are Democracies Ostriches? 

'I Ml 1 8 appeal seems to have embarrassed the gov- 
ernment of Britain and France, Their attitude 
seems to be that if unpleasant facts are kept from 
public knowledge and discussion their unpleasant- 
ness and the danger Inherent in them will somehow 
disappear. An If un ostrich with its neck burled In 
tho sand Is no lees 'exposed. 

It Is said that a third failure (after Manchuria 
and Elhloplu) will definitely wreck the League. But 
surely the Ignoring of the very questions it Is design- 
ed to deal with will wreck it even more surely. No- 
body is more conscious of the weaknesses of the 
Lcugue of tuitions than those who would like to sec 
It a real force for world peace. They insist that its 
faults are not Inherent in it but rallier ure duo to 
Hiosc who have been instrusicd with Its direction, 
lienctf their Insistence thai tho weight of public 
opinion must bo felt at Geneva. The Lcuguu musl 
not fall again. The .Spanish problem must not be 
Shelved; the Intervention that is augmenting the 
m, j. cry of that unhappy country nnd endangering 
tho peuee of the world must bo slopped.

Montreal Orchestra 

I^HE Montreal Orchestra had for lis third concert 
a crowd somewhat smaller than timml but one 
which was every bit as vocirerous In Us approval. 
Justly so. for the Orchestra pavo a performance or 
Brahms' First Symphony that touched dramtillo 
height*. 

Dr. Clarke opened his programme with Mcudols- 
John's Overturo lo A Mldsummer-Nlght'ii Dream, 
This music, dainty and charming, was given a grace- 
ful performance. 11 was followed by Gluzounov'a 
,Concorto for which Alexander Brolt, young Montreal 
violinist, joined tho Orchestra. Mr. Brott'a playing 
was full of tonal beauty, and Ills flno perception of 
rhythm was very satisfying. Tho first part of the 
concerto had an Idyllic, far-away quality, admirably 
nulled to tho violin. Tho second half, which takes 
the form of a dnncc In 0/8 time, lagged, 

Tho second half of tho programme was takon up 
with tho Brnhms. Tho soothing ntmosphcro brought 
on by tho first two pieces quickly vanished: hero 
whs a performance which permitted no stout clti7.cn 
In tho audience to bow his hend In repose. The sym- 
phony is stupendous In conception; and Dr. Clarke's 
Interpretation did It Justice. The Orchestra played 
with what can best bo described as a kind of con- 
trolled savage abandon, reaching an astounding 
climax In tho close of the final movement.
